JUDGE EELLEY'S SOUTHERN CAMPAIGN,.
ARRIVAL OF JUDGE KELLEY AT OAIRO,

Camno, 11, May 6.—-Hon. W. D. Kelley,
member of Congress, of Philadelphin, arrived
kere to-day, en roufe for Memphis and New
Orleans, to address the Southern people on
reconstruction socording to radical prioei-
ples. His object ia to enrry vut the purposes of
the Uniou Republican Conpressional Com-
mitlee: but 1L s probable (hat he may not hold
them responsible for all the oplnlons he may
express, He goes to Loulslana on the invita-
flon of the Governor of toat Btate and the
Mayor of New Orleans, snd will be the gusst of
the Siate during his visit,  His tour will take

ennegsee, and North sod Bouth Carolina,

Judge Kelley, altnough a couspicuous man in
Conpress, is not so well known in New York.
A 1udical of the most ulirs stripe, he outran
Sumner and Thad, Swevens in hig advoeacy of

nniversul negro suflrage, Ho I8 comparatively
your g, being not more, probably, than forty-
#ix, a0 character he I8 decided, enrnest, and
very positive. In uppearance he is tall, lightly
buill, and quick in bis motions; has finely
forwed head, crowned with thick brown hair,
snd wears a board and mousiuche, His voloe
is linely modulated,  His pohtical rise was very
ramd. Commencing a8 s gopy reader in g
printing offiee, he soon took to the business of

Buch Is the man who proposes to Interpret
reconsiruction to the whites and blacks of the
Eulf and cotton States—1o conciliate the former
and conx the votes of the latter, He is not
wholly unknown in the South, favorably et
course Lo the radiculs, but rather otherwise to
all other parties, There is no renson, however,
1o suppose that Judge Eelley will not be re-
ceived with every courtesy.

He starts down the
Migstssippl wo-duy for Memphie, where he will
be met by some delegates from Loulsiana,
JUDGE KELLEY'S ARRIVAL AXD RBRCEPTION AT

MEMPHIE—HIS SPEECU AT THUE OPERA JOUSE,

Memrms, May 7.—Judge Kelley has just
arrisedfhese from €uiro, and opened his South-
ern campaign by a brilliant address at the
Greenlaw Opers House this evening, He was
et at the depot of the Loulsville snd Memphis
Railroad by Barbour Lewis, Bsq., chairman of
the County Republican Commitiee, aud W. H.
Pitcher, Beq. He was immediately conducted
to the private residence of C. P, Norris, Presi-
dent of the First National Bank, on Madison
sireet, He was here walted upon, and most
cordially welcomed, by ajnumber of prominent
citizens and officers of the army, including
General Eaton, Celonel Beaumont, Major
Pearce, Colonel Hough, Colonel Chandler, Colo-
nel Richards, of the Tennessec Legislature;Judege
Hunter, Megsrs. J. F. Bigelow, H, T, Dix; Colo-
pel Tomesey, United Sintes Marshal; Rev, br,
Bliss, Rev. M. Peann, and several others, These
rentlemen had a long conversation with Jundge
!R slley, during which they prophesied great re-
sults for the better polivcal eulightenment ol
the people, both white and bluck, and the
earlier ndvent ol reconstruction, from hig tour
through the cotlon andijgull states. The He.
publican Comittees are working with a will
for thelr parvy, and ure zealously responded to
by the colored population.

One of the wost tnteresting incidents &t Judge
Kelley's levee to-duy waus (he visit of lwo ne-
groes, Joe D. Boliver and W, T. Kennedy, men
of remsarkabie intelligence, Had they uol an-
nounced their race, and =aid that they were
proud of i1, no one could have told that they
were of African blood, for their skins were as
white und their eyes as bluc as au{ Caucasian
present. They spoke contidently of the alliance
of the golored people with the ridical putﬁ.

The secesh pupers of tbis cvening speak sar-
castically, but not discourteously, of Judge
Kelley's visit.

At 8 o'clock the speaker wase introduced to the
audieuce, which compmsed over one thousand
people, of whom the larger majority weres white,
the galleries being well filled with the colored
race, Toere were o large number of ladies
present, Judge Mason futroduced Judge Kelley
in o few words,

the eotlon tax, which carried off all the poor
durkles enrned, He would apponl to the manhood
of the white man on Lhia guestion. He was for
tuxing Fraoce {and England as far as be counld
under the Conetitution, for they wave all the aid
they could to the war for the destroction of this
country. Bogiand and France wuanted some
things that they must get from Ameries—
tobaoro,) cotton, and sueur; and he was for
muking Johuny Bull und Johuny Oraoeau pay &
heavier tax opon them, The radioals were
abused for not giving office to the negro and &
place in the jury-box., If they Lad a right to
these privileges, why, in the name of God, did
not the Democrats grant them for the lust elebhty
years! He contended that both Enrm-s Wery
playing for the blark manp’sa vole but let them
not be enjoled by either, but voteas they fought

for the Union. They were told that
the  North did not suffer  from
the war, and that toe South was suls

fering from bordes of forelgners brought here
for the purpose; but he would not tell them
that there was not & bome in the North that had
not a vacant place at the table and an emply
chair at the fireside. Their bravest met our
bravest; they had both sullered Ior(‘.luht{ years,
They had been lylog by pretending to believe
thut men were equal, and that the war was
God's war to wipe outthe fraud, Hietching the
histo Yy of the ‘onstitutional Convention, upon
the guestion of introducing the word “white"
betore “gitizens,” In regulativz soifrage, he
pas‘ed on to the purchase of Louoistana,
when it was provided that uo slave should

be taken there exoept by a cluigen. Joha (.
Calboun's doctrine in 1807 would coable
men to hold slaves wherever the Amerls

can flag fonted, excrpt on the high seas: and
althoueh the resolution of Mr. Yuncey in 1845,
apd Mr. Clark's motion to amend the Constitu-
tron, were acceded to, this war was forced upon
us by the South., We met it in the name of our
country, They fought the Bouth to seoure for
its people the proprietorship of eltizenship,
(Applause,) That every child of the South
should be the bedr to its resources, He voted
for COrittenden’s resolution, that the war was
not for sluvery, though be was an Abolitionist,
He enid then t'lmt it the Sourh made war upon
us we wonld put arms into the hunds of their
slaves, and th»f wonld put down the Rebellion,
He ngked Mr. Lincolu at one time to allow bim
to ratse u colored regiment, It was not grunted;
but black soldiers were rualsed, and from that
time the blacks weie free, for no nation counld
keep n race in gervitude which it bad wllowed
to die torit, Alter expluining the duties of all
the States to the genernl Government, he
asked what would have been the fate of this
country if the Confederacy had succeeded, and
inted to the present state of Europe, quiver-
ng on the verge of a terrible war, ns an evi-
dence 10 show that we would have our Ameri-
can Prossia warriog upon our American France,
We-would become n nation for the support of
half-a-dozen armies to defend the various re-
publics. As it is, we needed no army, for we
could meet woy and all the vations in Europe,
united as we now are. He urged the neople of
the South to adopt the Constitutional amend-
ment, for he koew the spirit of the Fortieth
Congress, and strounger terms might be im-
osed. If they were In doubt as to whal these
erms might be, let them reand Thad, Steyens'
letter on reconstruction.

Upon the platformn were a large number of
citizeus, among them some ten negroes. Judge
Kelley was listened to with intense attention,
not & single word of interruption bresking the
thread of his address. He could not have been
heard with more respeet in Philadelphia or
New York;and yet twelve months ago he darved
not have muade such a speech in Memphis, and
the lite of neither Northern msn mor colored
man wuas safe. AL that time the streets were
glled with rioters, and the flow of blood and
blaze of burnivg neero churches reddened the
skv. Thal spiriv must be modified h}doml when
# Northern radical can spesk his opinlons even
as calmly ns Judge Kelley in this once turbu-
lent city, without belng molested.

AMERICAN ANTI-SLAVERY SOCIETY.

Thirty-Fourth Anniversary—Addresses
by Wendell Phillips and Miss Anna K,
Dickinson.

From the New York papers of ta-day,

The American Anti-Slavery Soclety con-
tinued their anniversary exercises lust evening
at Steinway Hall, Wendell Phillips, President
of the Soviety, acting as chairman. The meet-
ing was called to order at hﬂ.lf—})&-ﬂ. 7 o'clock,
when the *‘Battle Hymn of the Republic'” was
performed on the organ and sun,i by the
undience. The Chairman announced that he

On comivg forward Judee Kelley was grected
with loud applanse, and proceeded to address |
the audience. He did not know whether to
congratulate themm on thewr enfranchisement,
or himself 1or being enfravchised in this free
land. Though born in & freée state, he too was
o bondman, His mother taught bim from the
Christan’s Guide, as the Constitution did, that
all men were equul before the Fatber of all
Until now it was pot safe for him to cross
the Potomac or the Mississippi sud nifmak
his opinions. Now every man could go
where he wille, and carry with him not only
bis clothes, bat his corscience and his honest
convictions. (Applause.) He came to speak
of the destiny of their country., No matter
whetter from the Boulth or New Eog-
land, or the Liffey or the Bhaunon, the
Dunube or the Rume, the lttle words, “'Our
country,” were dear to every man, and to noope
g0 much as to an American. After an eloquent
apostrophe of liberty, he proceeded to say that
every man, woman, #und ohild now present had
n practioal Interest in the Constitution, (“That's
50.") In this country, no mstter where a man
wus born, he is entitled to all the privileges
and immunpities of every Siate a8 soon as he is
naturalized; snd if the citizen of Tennessee
chose 10 go to Pennsylvanis he can do #o, and
still be at home, No narrow Conftederacy
bounded by the Potomag, thejehild of disunlon,
ean hold him. Ime whatever State he may
go he is still an American citizen; sod if they
chose to go to the late Bussian possessions, to
enter upon the ice trade or hunt walruses, they
could do 50, snd he would recommend them to
take n large Americun fag with them and hang
it on the North pole, where it will one dnzﬂuu.
